(2)  Provide methods of administration and such other action as may be 15 

necessary to comply with the requirements of federal acts and regulations as 16 

relate to studies, development of plans and administration of programs in the 17 

fields of health, public health, health education, hospital construction and 18 

maintenance, and medical care. 19 

(3)  Appoint advisory councils, with the approval of the Governor. 20 
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(4)  Cooperate with necessary federal agencies in securing federal funds 1 

which that become available to the State for all prevention, public health, 2 

wellness, and medical programs. 3 

(5)  Seek accreditation through the Public Health Accreditation Board. 4 

(6)  Create a State Health Improvement Plan and facilitate local health 5 

improvement plans in order to encourage the design of healthy communities 6 

and to promote policy initiatives that contribute to community, school, and 7 

workplace wellness, which may include providing assistance to employers for 8 

wellness program grants, encouraging employers to promote employee 9 

engagement in healthy behaviors, and encouraging the appropriate use of the 10 

health care system.

§ 699.  RENTAL HOUSING INCENTIVE PROGRAM  6 

(a)  Purpose.  Recognizing that Vermont’s rental housing stock is some of 7 

the oldest in the country, and that much of it needs updating to meet code 8 

requirement and other standards, this section is intended to incentivize private 9 

apartment owners to make significant improvements to both housing quality 10 

and weatherization by providing small grants that would be matched by the 11 

private apartment owner. 12 

(b)  Creation of Program.  The Department of Housing and Community 13 

Development shall design and implement a Vermont Rental Housing Incentive 14 

Program to provide funding to regional nonprofit housing partner organizations 15 

to provide incentive grants to private landlords for the rehabilitation and 16 

improvement, including weatherization, of existing rental housing stock.

developed plans such as Vermont’s Consolidated Plan, the 2017 Vermont 13

(A)  creating new multifamily and single-family homes; 16 

(B)  addressing blighted properties and other existing housing stock 17

the impact on the State’s gross domestic product.] 9 

(b)  Cooperation.  In conducting the evaluation described in subsection (a) 10 

of this section, the State Treasurer shall have the cooperation of the Agency on 11 

Commerce and Community Development and the Department of Taxes.  12 

(c)  Report.  The State Treasurer shall submit a report with 13 

recommendations based on the evaluation described in subsection (a) of this 14 

section to the Senate Committees on Economic Development, Housing and 15 

General Affairs, on Appropriations, and on Finance and the House Committees 16 

on General, Housing, and Military Affairs, on Appropriations, and on Ways 17 

and Means.  The report shall also include a legislative proposal to implement 18 

the recommendations proposed in the report. 19
